Judge Silas Cook Dealt Se- 
verely With Belleville Man 
Who Had Made Threats 
to Kill His Wife. 


Threats to kill his young wife resulted in 
William Roy of Belleville being permanent- 
ly restrained from ever speaking or writ- 
ing to her, and in an absolute divorce being 
given the young woman !n the City Court, 
Fast St. Louis, by Judge Silas Cook 
Wednesday forenoon. 

Attorneys assert that such an Injunction 
fs a legal rarify. It prevents the possibil- 
ity of a reconciliation or a remarriage, un- 
less the couple should make up by signs. 

The purpose of the writ is to afford the 
divorced wife protection from her former 
husband. 

The young woman its with her parents in 
Belleville. 

Mrs. Roy sued for divorce and asked for 
@ protecting injunction. The relief granted, 
however, was more complete than evén the 
lawyers for the wife expected. It means 
that Roy, even if he meets his erstwhi! 
wife on the sireets must not say 
her, and if he even shows by a sign that 
he knows her he will be in danger of vivolat- 
ing the spirit of the injunction. 

Pretty Catherine Roy, the complainant. 
fe only 19 years of age. The defendant is 
not much older 

‘One of the things complained of was that 
the young husband was wont to chase his 
wife around the and sometimes 
through the vard, brandish!ing an ax and 
threatening to decapitate her. Roy was re- 
cently hauled into court by relatives of 
Mrs. Roy, who accused him of trying to do 
her great bodily harm. 

The divorce suit was filed at the same 
time and Judge Cook ordered Roy-to keep 
agway from his wife until the divorce case 
Was decided 

“All right, 
her,”’ Roy eaid, very 
Was going out of the 
room, he added:

Judge Cook overheard the threat. He sent 
a balliff for the young fellow and com- 
mitted him to the Belleville jail for con- 
tempt of court.

It was then that Judge Cook awarded a 
decree of absolute divorce to the wife and 
issued the writ which prohibits Roy from 
ever addressing a word to the woman who 
Was once his wife.

BUFFALO, March 11.—Arthur R. Pennell, 
the co-respondent in the E. L. Burdick di- 
vorce suit, and one of the chief figures in 
the scandal following the tragedy, was 
killed, and his wife badly injured by the 
plunging of his automobile into a stone 
quarry pit. 

In the manner a dying man is supposed 
to grasp at a straw, the police shout, ‘‘sul- 


' cide is confession,’’ and to their own satis- 


faction have again set'led the mystery of 
Burdick'’s murder. 


Mrs. Pennell is unconscious at the Sisters’ 


Hospital, and there is no hope of her recov- | 
attending physicians. | 
Pennell is suffering from aq fractured, 


ery, according to 
Mrs. 
skull and probably internal injuries. She 
has not been able to give any account of 
the events which led to the death of her 
husband. 

A policeman is on guard at Pennell's of- 
fice, and it is believed that the attorneys 
are now making a search of his papers and 
belongings. A search is being made of the 
residence of the FPennells, It is known 
that detectives have been at the house 
since last night. 

Dr. Eugene Smith, house physician at 
tlt Sisters’ Hospital, makes the following 
statement: 

“The condition of Mrs. Pennell is very 
dangerous. She has not regained conscious- 
ness, and I consider that the chances are 
very much against her.’’ 

If Mrs. Pennel dies it will never be known 
whether the wrecking of the automobile 
was accidental or delfberate suicide. 

Pennell’s life was insured for $200,000, but 
it is not known what is the suicide clause 
in the policies. 

The {idea of suicide is strengthened by the 
knowledge, or statements that Pennell 
knew he was being made the chief suspect 
in the murder mystery. It is known that 
Pennell conferred with Mrs. Burdick in 
New York 48 hours before Mr. Burdick's 
death. They sent a telegram to Mrs. Hull, 
the mother of Mrs. Burdick, and she an- 
swered it. Knowledge of this dispatch made 
Burdick telephone Mrs. Paine to ascertain 
if Pennell was to attend the club dance in 
Buffalo. He really wanted to locaie Pen- 
nell. The contents of these telegrams is 
unknown, but Pennell knew a request for 
the originals had been made on the general 
officers of the Western Union. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent was at 
the Pennell house yesterday as he and his 
wife were starting away in the automo- 
bile. It was 4:15 o'clock, and a cloudy, dis- 
agreeable afternoon. The reporter asked for 
an interview. Pennell said he would be 
home at 7 o'clock, and from the auto called 
to the maid to have dinner at 7 o'clock. 
Nothing more was heard of him at the 
house until-the news of the #cident. 


Eye-Witness of 
the Accident.

Augustus Thomas, the playwright, 
turned to St. Louis on a visit to his parents 
aboard the same train with Rudolph and 
Collins, the Union bank robbers. 

While the train was speeding through In- 
diana Mr. Thomas spent about 30 minutes 
in conversation with the boy bandits. As- 
sistant Superintendent Daugherty of the 
Pinkereons’ Ne wYork office and Detective 
Sergeant Garrett J. Farrell of the Hart- 
ford police department were present during 
the interview. 

During his presence in the bandits’ state- 
room Mr. Thomas gave an exhibition of 
palmistry, in which he interpreted the lines 
on the hands that blew the Union Bank 
safe and held the rifie that killed Schu- 
macher. Incidentally, the former St. Louis- 
an gave. the prisoners a wholesome, though 
temperate, lecture on the uselessness of 
dishonesty. 

Mr. Dougherty secured the audience for 
Mr. Thomas. He hed learned of the play- 
wright’s identity and introduced him to 
Sheriff Bruch, with the request that he \ 
be allowed to see ‘‘the boys.”’ 

Bruch ebnsented. He has since been won- 
dering whether the author of “In Miz- 
zoura’’ wanted the interview to secure ma- 
terial for a new bandit play, with Franklin 
County as the spot of its most thrilling 
scene.

His questions revealed a knowledge of 
the details of newspaper work, and it was 
thought for a time that he was an eastern 
newspaper man commissioned to write a 
story about the western bandits arrested 
in the Fast. 

Mr. Thomas was both a reporter and an 
artist for St. Louls papers in his younger 
days, and his method of inquiry into the 
‘bandit story”™’ on the train showed him to 
be still an artist in the reporting line.

r St. Louis to Hillsboro, the county 
seat of Jefferson County.

Senator Cullom Believes That Treaty 
Can Be Disposed of by Saturday 
as Result of New Ar- 
rangement.

WABHINGTON, March 11.—Senator Mor- 
gan last night made the sensational declar- 
ation that he is being asked by Republican 
and Democratic senators who antagonize 


the Cuban reciprocity to continue his oppo- 
sition to the Panama canal treaty until 
the utmost limit has been reached. 

Mr. Morgan now fully realizes that he is 
being utilized as a tool by those who seek 
to kill the Cuban treaty. He is indignant 
at what he regards as a shameless propo- 
sition, 

It is now the announced purpose of Mr. 
Morgan to permit a vote on the canal 
treaty with the least posible delay. He will 
only speak to an extent sufficient to justi- 
fy himself and those of his friends who 
honestly believe the treaty is vitally de- 
fective, and should be radically amended. 

Senator Morgan will mention no names 
in referring to those who have misled him. 

Some of the Republican leaders are now 
opposing the suggestion made by Mr. Mor- 

an that if he is phen permission to print 
us remarks he will not prevent a vote on 
the treaty. They are apprehensive that 
trouble would be precipitated between the 
United States and Colombia, and the rati- 
fication of the treaty at Bogota prevented. 
Even some of the Democratic senators do 
not approve of Mr. Morgan's request. 

One of them said today: 

“If Senator Morgan should publish in 
the record some of the things he has said 
and thinks, believe that the Colombian gOoV- 
ernment,. small as it is, would want to 
come up and whip us off the face of the 
map.

NEW YORK, March 11.—The prolonged, 
Half-suppressed gossip concerning the 
finances of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Co. (Whitney’s) has taken a startling 
turn. 

District-Attorney Jerome has begun an 
investigation of the serious charges based 
on the reports of two certified accountants 
who have made an exhaustive analysis of 
the affairs of the company since its organ- 


ization in 1893. 

The principal accusations against the 
company are that it has wrongfully paid 
dividends; that on June 30, 1901, it claimed 
a surplus. 5? $5,403,465.52, when, instead of 
a surplus, both of the accountants report 
that on that date there was a deficit of 
$18,974,388.10. Both of the accountants de- 
clare that in‘ its reports the company omit- 
ted liabilities approximating $20,000,000. 

Officials of the Metropolitan company 
sued the following statement: 

‘The story of maladministration is based 
on a statement prepared by a man of no- 
torious character in the interest of, persons 
who are en ed in attacking the company 
by blackmailing’ litigation and in making 
raids upon its securitieg in the stock ox: 
change by circulating falae rumors an 
statements. 

“We have recently had occasion to ex- 
amine the particular statement and itis a 
tissue of falsehood.’”’ 

One of the reports on which the charges 
are based was made by John C. Hertle, 
former commissioner of accounts of this 
city. The result of his work was SO as- 
tonishing that he hesitated to certify to the 
correctness of his figures. Before he would 
make such certification he insisted that a 
lawyer of recognized experience in corpo- 
ration matters should go over his report 
and decide whether the items and charges 
had been properly placed under the differ- 
ent headings. Consequently Edward B. 
Whitney was engaged for the task and 
the réport of the lawyer sustained Mr. 
Hertle. The report made by Mr. Hertle, 
however, was of such a startling character 
that his clients, without notifying him, em- 

loyed another firm of expert accountants 

o make an examination into the finances 
of the Metropolitan company. The second 
firm employed was Kuchier & Telchmann, 
cortifiefia public accountants of Baltimore. 
These two reports form the basis of the 
complaint lodged with the district attor-

NEW YORK, March 11.—Four persons 
claiming to be relatives have identified 
the body of the man known as Col. 
George B. Morton, who died at the Broad- 
way Central Hotel 10 days ago, as that 
of George Martin, an Irish soldier of for- 
tune. None of them had séén Martin in 
12 years, and the identifications are based 
mainly upon family resemblance. 
As “Col. Morton” is reported to have 
left a fortune the identification of the 
body is important. Acting Manager 
Frost of the Broadway Central Hotel is 
not satisfied with the identification of 
his former patron as Martin. The life 
of “Col. Morton,” as told By himself in 
reminiscent moods, does not tally with 
the career of George Martin, given by 
his relatives. 
“Col. George B. Morton” first came to 
the Broadway Central Hotel eight years 
ago. He appeared to be about 60 years 
old. He claimed New Orleans as his hOme 
and said he had been a colonel in the 
Confederate army. He wags-tall, straight 
and grizzled, with a military bearing. 
He frequently spoke of the South and 
his plantations there. He did not. often 
mingle with the other patrons of: the 
hotel, but after he had known. Mr. Ford 
for some time he talked quite freely with 
him. 

He said he had been interested with 
Jay Gould in the Erie Railroad and had 
aided the latter in his fight to get con- 
trol of that road. He seemed to have 
had at one time an intimate acquaintance 
with Gould, Fisk and other prominent 
figures in the financial and social world 
of the ’70s and early ‘80s. The death of 
Edward 8.

After his death his effects 
were searched with the expectation of 
finding his home address or the names and 
addresses of relatives. Nothing was 
found to establish his identity. 
Mrs. Jenkins says her brother, George 
Martin. was born in Dublin in 1839, and 
was educated at Bishop's College. He 
entered the British army, and this act 
precipitated a quarrel with his father. 
After serving 12 years in the army he 
inherited an estate in Alabama from an 
uncle and came to this country. Mrs. 
Jenkins says she had heard he had 
changed his name to Morton and had 
acted as an instructor in some military 
academy in the North. The last Mrs. 
Jenkins heard of Martin was when he 
visited their brother in’ Jersey City 12 
or 15 years ago.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The 
Weather Bureau this afternoon is- 
sued the following special river bul- 
letin: ' 

“The Ohfo river will probably 
crest at Evansvilie during the next 
36 hours at something under 43 feet. 

“At Paducah, a stage of 46 feet is 
indicated within the next two days. 

“At Cairo, the rise will continue 
during the next two or three days 
at a decreased rate, reaching 50 feet 
and possibly slightly over. 

“The lower Tennessee will begin to 
fall in two or three days, while the 
upper Mississippi wil'l rise slowly. 

“From Catro to Helena, conditions 
have become slightly more threaten- 
ing since Tuceday. ‘The rise is pro- 
gressing at an increased rate, and 
BR to 3) feet of water is expected at 
Memphis by Sunday or Monday. 

“The White river has continued to 
rise rapidly, while the Arkansas is 
also near flood stage the ef- 
fects of these waters will be felt In 
the main river within a short time. 

“Below Welena the rise will con- 
tinue steadily. 

“The Mississippi below Vicksburg 
and the Atchafa'aya will. continue 
to rise for the next three or four 
weeks, while the Red, below Shreve- 
port, and the Ouachita will continue 
to rise for several days.”’

“A ‘push pole,’ "’ said he, “is a rude boat, 
consisting of two spliced logs, propelled 
by a pole.

The build- 
ings on highest ground have false floors.

From Blytheville, Ark., to Caruthersville, 
the track conditions are fearful. 

A planter from Jonesboro got on the 
Luxora branch at Blytheville. He had 
come over the Jonesboro, Lake City & 
Eastern to Blytheville. 

‘This Frisco train runs smooth,” he said 
conientedly to the Post-Dispatch  corre- 
spondent. It was rocking and swaying like 
a drunken man. 

“It's fine compared to the train I just 
left. Man named Kerfoot is manager. He 
said he would give us service, if he had 
to run the train on a water yight of way.”

Sheriff Thomas B. Bruch of ‘“‘Mizzourt"’ 
had the time of his life on the trip to Con- 
necticut after Rudolph and Collins. 

“I'd like to have stayed there a month,”

Tuesday. ‘They're mighty fine people there 
in Connectieut, and they certainly gave ms 
a@ royal reception.”’
